CABLE NEWS. 



Treaty of Peace Condnded Between 
China and Japan— Advantageous 
to the Former. 



U. S. Competition Ajjainst Great 
Britain— A Princely Title 
for Sale. 



London, April 16 — The Dally News re- 
ferring to the China-Japamraa alliance, 
one of the conditions of the treaty of peace 
which vraB signed today says tomorrow that 
undor the now conditions such an alliance 
would be so much moro to the advantago of 
China that it can scarcely imagine Japan 
proposing it. 

The Standard in an editorial saya the dis- 
covery .nado by Prof. Kooler, of Allegheny 
observatory in regard to Saturn is con- 
firmatory of tho idea laid down twenty 
yearB ogo by Prof. Trouvelot, of Harvard. 
Fuller details of Keeler'B diaoovory, it Bays, 
aro anxiously awuitod. 

Tho British steamor Clyde, previously re- 
ported with hor machinery disabled, arrived 
at Southampton this morning. 

Duke Albert was thrown from his horso 
ab Stuttgart to-duy, and la Buffering from 
oonouBaion of the brain. 

(3 on. Campos has cabled Ms arrival in 
Cuba, and hopes to eupprcsB the insurrection 
promptly ond eorly. 

About a month ago an advertisement ap- 
peared in a loading daily paper to tho effeot 
that a princo's title was to bo disposed of, 
on favorable terms, by lawful means, and 
with tho oonaent of the government (a South 
American one) It ie said that of the 
twenty-two roplies recoived in tho mail of 
the newspapor no less than six bore tho 
postage stamps of the United States. 

Dlapatchoa rocelved here from Simla to- 
day say that Umra Khan's brothor, who at- 
tempted to oppose the British troopa near 
Chitral has been captured by tho friendly 
Khan of Dir. Tho latter also captured the 
Dir fort, which ho will hold until the ar- 
rival of tho troops. Umra Khan is reported 
to bo anxloua for timo to consider the posi- 
tion of atfaira. 

Tho Danube has overflowed, Inundating 
tho olty of Preaburg, Hungary. Hundrods 
of houBea wore wreoked. Many of the in- 
mates wero drowned. 

Tho marriage of tho Dowagor Duchess of 
Marlborough and Lord Beresford will tako 
place on April 30. 

Dispatches from Simla say that Colonel 
Kelly defeated tho enemy on tho 9th and 
relieved the British garrison which had been 
surrounded at Mastuj for eighteen days. 

Prince Bismarok paBsed to day quietly, 
roBting after the fatigues consequent upon 
tho reoent celebration. Freldriohsruhe has 
lost Its festive appearanoo and all of the 
decorations at the caatlo with the exception 
of those In tho groat waiting hall have been 
removed. 

The Post, editorially commenting on tho 
AnalovVenezuelan boundary troubios, saya : 
"It is difficult to see how America can in- 
tervene in tho dispute, as Great Britain has 
not Invited her to arbitrate. Moreover, 
arbitration Is impopaiblo until it Is arranged 
whloh questions shall bo left to arbitrators. 
Great Britain is willing to take up the mat- 
ter whoro it was left in 1841, when tho sur- 
vey was made, and, after agreeing to a 
boundary which oannot bo disputed by 
either side, to submit tho romalniug terri- 
tory to arbitration. It may interest Senator 
Morgan to know that the gold field district 
is not Included In tho territory covered by 
the former Burvey." 



CDBA'S REBELLION. 

The Capture or Death of Its Leaders Regard- 
ed as Having Ended the Struggle. 

Tampa, Fla., April 16.— An official tele- 
gram from Havona to tho Spanish vioo-oon- 
buI horo annouacos tho battle at Palmerito 
at whloh Gen. Floro Crombel and a Cuban 
colonel wore killed, and two commanders, 
Mdceo'a Becrotary and ono lioutonant wore 
captured. Eatrada, anothor chief, surren- 
dered himself. Further information has ar- 
rivod that Marti and Maximo Gomez have 
boon in Cuba eight days, having landed on 
tho northorn ooast. It has boon kept quiet 
to bo announced simultaneously with tho 
arrival of Gon. Campoa, who landed at Gu- 
antanomo on Saturday. 

Havana, April 16.— Maceo is captured 
and Cuba's lasts hope is gono. Crombel haa 
boon killed. Without those two leaders all 
is chaos in the InaurgentB 1 ranka, and lib- 
erty's moBt ardont friends admit that the 
Cuban csubo is lost. Tho Spanish authori- 
ties aro poBting bulletins, and tho loyalists 
in Havana aro colebrating tho end of tho 
revolution. Macco's fato iB known In ad- 
vance. Ib would bo far bottor f jr him if he 
had boon klllod, as was Crombol, rathor 
than to bo broucht to Havana and put in 
tho old Moro oastlo's gloomy prison. Ho 
will bo kept thoro somo time and thon pos- 
sibly bo given a mock trial. Ho will cor- 
tainly bo garroted. " Wo have no need of 
Campos and hia troopa now," said u Spanhh 
oilioor, when ho hoard of Maoeo's capture 
and Crombel'a death. 

Calleji, captain general of Cuba, who is 
in supremo authority until tho arrival of 
Campos, confirmed tho report of tho capture 
of Maooo, and added that tho filibustering 
1b nearly at an end. Cilleja it, highly grati- 
fied that tho revolution was pub down with- 
out tho aid of CampoB' troopB. " Whon tho 
Americans sco how easily wo oan oruBh tho 
robola here on tho island, without tho aid of 
homo troops, or with only a few of thorn, 
you will reolizo that tho amount of anar- 
chistic aontlmont hero haa been exaggerated 
greatly," said Calleja. " Tell your pooplo," 
ho added, " that Cuba is loyal to Spain, and 
that Spain has uover opproesod tho Island as 
reported." 

Callcji said ho had official Information 
conoorning tho capture of Maceo and the 
killing of Brigadier Gonoral Flor Crombel. 
Ho had also news that tho Spaniflh Iosb was 
litblo, while tho robols mot overwhelming 
defeat. 



WINNIPEG WIRINGS. 

B. C. Convicts Transferred to Stonv Moun- 
tain— Deserter Arrested— Sniclde 
by 8trychnlne. 

Winnipeg, April 16.— (8peoial)— By a 
premature explosion In a stone quarry at 
Stonewall to-day, M. Ciifb was probably 
fatally injured, John Gunn, jr., was badly 
oat about tho head, and William Gunn ser- 
iously injured. 

Twelve convicts from the Now West- 
minster penitentiary arrived in a special 
colonist) car attached to the Eist-bound 
train to-day. They were all shackled and 
accompanied by four officers under com- 
mand of Keeper Qullty. They are trans- 
ferred to tho Stony Mountain penitentiary, 
owing to the Inoreasod facilities for keeping 
convicts there. 

James W. Dobaon, a deserter from the 
Queboo dragoons, was arrested hero thia 
afternoon. 

A man named Turner oommitted suicido 
last nighb at James Campboll's, Strathclair, 
by taking a dose of strychnine. He was 
mentally deranged. 

There is still no trace of Farr, tho C P.R. 
onglnoer charged with attompted arson, He 
has probably OBoaped over the border. 



THE SCHOOL QUESTION. 

No Encyclical Letter Has Been Received From 
Rome on the Subject. 

Winnipeg, April 16.— (Special)— In an 
Interview with the Free Presa representative 
to-night Archbishop Langovln denlod that 
he had received any enoyclioal letter from 
Rome on the Manitoba school question. Hia 
Grace, however, said he had received a let- 
ter from Cardinal Vicar Ledoohoweki, in 
which tho Cardinal General expressed pleas- 
ure with the attitude of the epiaoopaoy of 
Canada in the matter, but his epistle was a 
matter of courtesy, and not an epiBtle from 
Rome. The Cardinal General in his lotter 
made spoclal reference to obnoxious godloBB 
schools. His Grace denies that the Catho- 
lics who supported the public school Bystem 
of Manitoba would bo excommunicated. 



ONTARIO LEGISLATURE. 

Formal Prorogation — The Advantages or 
Electric Railways. 

Toronto, April 16 — (Speoial)— Tho On- 
tario legislature was prorogued this after- 
noon with the UBual oeremonies. Tho 
Lieut. -Governor in his closing address re- 
ferred to the eleotria railway aot for tho 
regulation of the powers and privileges of 
electric railways paased during the session, 
and aaid it would no doubb greatly encour- 
age such enterprises and thus furnish cheap 
transportation for the growing demands of 
the agriculture and internal commerce of the 
country. 

BEHRING SEA CLAIMS. 

The Canadian Commissioners WiU Not Leave 
for Washington Until Parliament 
Prorogues. 

Washington, April 16 —A telegram waa 
received at the British Embassy to-day from 
Lord Aberdeen, Governor-General of Can- 
ada, stating that in view of the assembling 
of parliament on the 18th ioat. , the mem- 
bers of tho ministry whom it was desired 
should bo in Washington to be consulted with 
referenco to tho new treaty for the settlement 
of claims against the United States for 
soizuroB In Bahrlng eoa will not leave unt I 
parliament shall have been prorogued. 
Under these circumstances tho conference 
will probably not be held before October 
lsb. Tho consideration and preparation of 
tho treaty need nob necessarily consume 
more than a fortnight, bo that it oan be 
sent to the senate for ratification immedi- 
ately upon tho assembling of oongress in 
December.

NEW ENGLAND FLOODS. 

The Usually Placid Rivers of tho Pilgrim 
Fathers' States on ft Rampage. 

White River Junction, Vt., April 16, 
Owing to tho hoavy rainB tho White river 
is on a rampage. Many basementB and 
houses aro flooded. Boats aro being used to 
savo proporty. All trains are delayed or 
abandonod. Tho Boston & Maine railway 
and Rutland suffered severely. NumorotiB 
railroad bridges are washed out and wagon 
bridges and turntabloB swept away. 

Portsmouth, N. H. , April 16. — Tho Pub 
catol river is booming. Tho Boston & Maino 
railway is inundated. Tho Winnooski river 
ia a vast Bheot of water. Several villages 
in that sootlon are using boats and rafts. 
Thoro la much damago to bridgoa and othuu 
proporty, and all trainB aro abandoned. 

Augusta, Mo , April 16 — The Kennobeo 
river ia still rioing, and tho wharveB along 
the rivor front are entirely submerged to 
night. Millions of foot of lumber aro coming 
down tho river. 

SPRINGJTIELD, MaBB., April 16 — Tho Con 
neotiout valloy Is tho scone of a flood of 
greater magnitudo than has viBltod thia 
aootion Blnoo 1862 At Bellows Falls, Ver- 
mont, an old railroad bridge waa swept 
away, and thoro haa boon groat damage to 
tho Boston & Maine railroad. Tho tunnol 
was flooded and rendered impaasablo. Tho 
mills wero eloaod at Brattloboro, Vermont. 
Tho rivor la higher than ib has been since 
1862. At Turner's FallB, the ovetflow has 
oloaod many of the milla. Tho Consolidated 
traoka aro flooded. At Windaor, Vermont, 
tho water haa rieen thiriy feoc, and buainesa 
la almoat entirely suspended at Northampton 
and Hulyoke, MaBB. Tho water iB higher 
than for thirty years and many mills have 
boon Bhut down. Trains generally are 
badly dolavod. 

Portland, Me., April 16 — All tho rail- 
roads centering hero reporb bad waBhoutB, 
and in many oubob all trainB havo been aban 
doued. Similar reports come from WoIIb 
viilo, Norwich, Kennebec, Biddeford and 
other oilieB in the state. 

Concord, N. H , April 16 —Tho Morri- 
mao river Is higher hero than in twonty 
yeors. At 8 a. m. it flowod acrosB tho streot 
over the bank whloh, twenty Bi= years ago 
wai covered by a flood. Tho water is Btill 
rising at the ral o of ton inches an hour. All 
trains on tho North division of tho Concord 
& Montreal and Concord & Claromont, have 
been oancolod. Tho rain has coasod, but the 
sky is throatonlng. Tho flood is the biggoBt 
since tho memorablo one of 1869, and tbo 
proporty Iobs considerable.

Who Will Move and Second the Ad- 
dress—The Newfoundland 
Negotiations. 



Innovations In the 8enate Restaurant 
—Oil Developments in 
Athabasca. 



( From Our Own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, April 16.— Mr. Benneb, mem- 
bar for East Simcoe, will move the address 
in the Commons, seconded by Mr. Leolaire, 
of Terrebonne. Hon. Mr. Arsenault will be 
tho mover in the Senate, and Hon. Mr. 
Primroao, of Pictou, will bo the seoondor. 

Lasb Boasion seventy.four private bills 
were passed by Parliament. At the coming 
eoaBion about tho Bamo number will be in- 
troduced. Up to to day notice haa baon 
given of 70 private bills, of which 42 per- 
tain to railways or canals, and 14 to bank. 
Ing or insurance, 7 miscellaneous, and 7 to 
divorce. 

The waiters in tho Sonata restaurant are 
to bo dreaaed in kneo breoohes, white atook- 
Inga, patent leather shoea and havo powder- 
ed hair. Ib ia expected thoro will be many 
viBitora to the corner etono, thia session, in 
oonBequenoe of this innovation. 

The report of A. W. Fraser, an oil expert, 
sent to tosb tbo Athabasca oil diatrlab lasb 
year, was Issued to day. A drill was sunk 
to a depth of 1,011 feob. There was a 
splendid flow of gas, bub oil was not struck 
in paying quantities. Boring will be con- 
tinued this season to a further depth of 500 
feet where oil is expeoted. 

The Newfoundland delogateB had a con- 
ference this morning with a subcommittee 
of tho Privy Council and another meeting 
waa hold this evening, when the business of 
the conference was conoluded for the pre- 
sent. Sir Mackenzie Bowel!, on being ques- 
tioned by your correspondent late to-night, 
said : " Nothing could be formalized until 
the matters referred to bavo been diacusaod 
by tho respective governments." This an- 
nouncement is somewhat indefinite, but 
when it iB reflected that the Hon. Mr. Bond 
ab the very outaot of the negotiations an- 
nounced that the delegates had no 
power to conclude a bargain, that 
they were coming to Ottawa 
simply to soe whab terms thoy 
could get, and to reporb suoh terms to the 
legislature, it will be obvious that nothing 
of a definite oharaoter oan come from them 
officially. The dolegates preserve a stolid 
reticence on tho subject of the negotiations, 
but they soom to be well satisfied with thoir 
mission. One of them admitted in conver- 
sation that while they had not got all that 
they wanted, ho thought the terms were such 
that there would be little difficulty in in- 
ducing the House of Assembly of Newfound- 
land to assent to the union. The delegates 
leave for home to-morrow via Halifax.

Fire at Brighton. 

Brighton, April 15.— At Newcombs Mill

W. P. McCullooh, a resident of Viotoria, 
but in 1865 a miner in Big Bend, stopped in 
RevelBtoke for a day or two whilo on his 
way into the Slocan mining district, being 
a shareholder in some of its mines. Thirty 
years ago on tho first day of April, 1865, ho 
started with a party from Colville for Big 
Bend. One of the most importanb creeks of 
that district bears his name. 

On December 12th Andrew J. Whalen 
was drowned in tho Columbia river at 
Rovelatoke, and on Good Friday, April 12th, 
just four months after, Mb body was found, 
David T. Hall and Charles D. Taylor were 
going down tho river In a row boat to their 
ranoh at Hall's Landing, and when near tho 
month of the Illeoillewaet they discovered a 
body in tho Columbia about 50 feet from 
the shore, whioh provod to bo .that of 
Whalen. The jury found that the deceaa 
ed, Andrew John Whalen, mot his death 
through accidental drowning on tho night of 
12th Dacembor, 1891, in his endeavor to save 
his friond, E. S. Wilson. 

Robert Caley. who came in from Big Bond 
thiB week, reports that work on tho placer 
claim on Gold Stream, in which ho is in 
forested, has bot'n stopped for tho present. 
The water rose so fast that it could not bo 
continued. Charlio NorleinB has been pro 
vonted from going on by the rising wator, 
Boforo stopping, however, ho proved his 
ground by Binklng to bod rock, which took 
two days, and gave §72 a day to tho man.

except two carloads whioh wero from tho 
Silvor King and camo out by way of Nel- 
son. Tho total movomont of oro during 
those sovon days amounted to 356t tons, and 
the following namod minos woro represent- 
ed : Two cars from tho Alamo, six Reco, 
five Noble Five, one Doadman, two Alpha, 
one Yakima, one Idaho, two Silvor King, 
two Slocan Star. All the ore ia classed aa 
galena or silvor lead, with the oxcoption of 
that from the Silvor King, which ia argenti- 
ferous coppor. 

Threo days ago tho largo forco whioh has 
boon for about two months on tho rivorbank 
under tho immediato supervision of Engi- 
noor Hamlin and tho gonoral direction of 
Chiof Engineer Gamblo, was discharged. 
About 1,000 foot from tho railway bridge, 
as far down tho river as tho Central hotel, 
the mattrassos, composed of wlro, tlmbor, 
brush, bolts and stono, havo boon placed to 
protect tho bank from tho spring and sum- 
mer floods. It haB tho appoaranco of boing 
a very substantial pioco of work and vory 
effeotivo for tho purposo for whioh it is do- 
signed.

King's Daughters' Plans. 



Nurses Who Have Graduated— Report 
on the Craig Case-Meeting 
Nest Week. 



Tho Jubilee hospital board met last even- 
ing the president, Mr. Joshua Davios, In 
the chair, and Messrs. Q. H. Brown, W. M. 
Chudley, Thomas L. Crimp, A. C. Fiumer- 
felt, Charles Hayward, Alex. Wilson, J, S. 
Yatea and F. B. Peraberton also pre 
sent. This letter waB road, reoeived and 
fi'o.1 : 

Victohia, April 9. 
DEAR Sm; — Irv acknowledging reoeipC of 
your lettor of April 1 1 am requested by the 
Udiea' auxiliary to express regret that thoir 
doairo to aaB a i tho hospital has beon so mis- 
understood. The auxiliary hoped that the 
specific work suggested by them would bo 
arranged, so as lo be helpful in rolioving the 
diroctors of Bomo of tho cose of maintaining 
the preoont hospital, and at the samo time 
keep up a oortain amount of enthusiasm 
among themselves. They certainly could 
not venture upon tho gigantic task of 
building a now ward, nor does tho 
alternative < f building a wait! g-room 
seem to bo a ueot isity, and their hoartB do 
not warm to it. Tho oommitteo are loath 
to believo t.h »t I he published remarks of 
somo of tho board aro tho opiniona of tha 
majority, cr were Intouded to bo offensive. 
Still, being but « union and not directors, 
they cannot, avoid bring pained to find that 
their [.rictical BUggti.- "ions to your com- 
mittee were not reoelv. .1 with more favor.

Soorotary Ladies' Auxiliary Committeo 
Tho following lotter to the board waB ro- 
ferred to a oommlttee, consisting of tho 
Chairman and Messrs. Wilson and Flum- 
morfolt, to confer with the writers : 

Victoria, April i, 1895. 
Gentlemen : — We, the members of the 
Circle cf King's Daughters, beg to make the 
following r< quest : That you will allow ub 
to have tho woman's and child's bed, and the 
sling ohair whioh wo Rave you, at one 
end of the women's ward of your 
hospital, and also that tho linen and acces- 
sories used for those beds be those whioh we 
gavo you, whioh aro marked with the King's 
Daughters' name ; aad also that we aro to 
hovo tho nomination of charity patienta to 
those beds, aubjeot to your rules of admis 
Bion. Wo make this request, as wo wish to 
have one or more paticnio in whom wo can 
take a more direct IntoroBt than wo are able 
to at precont. 

Signed by M. A. Pemborton, president, 
and thirty-seven otherB. 

A report from tho resident irediml officer 
was read and considered clams by clauso. 
The requirement of a deposit of §4U by pay 
patients on admission being reported us ob- 
jectionable, tho matter was referrod to com- 
mitteo for considerttion. Tho patienta in 
hospital during the past month wore : — Oa 
March 1, 48 ; admitted, 3-f ; discharged, 
42 ; died, 3 ; remaining, April 1, 37. 

Tho Matron roported that : " In our 
nurses' training school wo have four nureoa 
who have just now passed successfully the 
iiaal examination and have obtained tho 
following percentages : W. Woodrow, 89 
percent.; E Stewart, 85 por cent.; E. 
Forris, 81 per cent, j L. Purvis, 74 per 
cent. Miss Woodrow completed her two 
years In January, Miss Stewart finishes here 
this week, and MisB Purvis on the 3rd of 
May. Miss Ferris atill has a few months 
before completing her two years." 

Mr. Hayward, as ohairman, presented 
thia report : " Tho oommlttee of the month 
report hiding interviewed Dr. Georgo Dun- 
can with reference to a recommendation 
given by him to a man called " Craig " for 
admission to the hospital. The Doctor's 
explanation la that he had beon attending a 
poor follow of that name, and that 
a stranger to him reported that the man he 
had been attending had been seized with an 
attaok with alarming symptoms. Thereup- 
on he, knowing tho man to be very ill, gave 
the recommendation, supposing it to be as 
had bosn stated to him that it was Craig. 
It waa a surprise to him to find that the 
recommendation was usod by Murray. Tho 
explanation was satisfactory to the commit- 
tee." Report adopted. 

It was deoided to have an adjourned 
meeting on next Tuesday evening to discuss 
the long report from the upecial committeo 
of inquiry into hospital affairs presented at 
the last mooting ; and for other business. 

A committee was appointed to wait upon 
the Board of Health for the purpose of dis- 
cussing hospital affairs, this committee to 
consist of Messrs. Flumerfelt, Hayward, 
Yates, Helmcken and Pomberton. 



MR. WILSON'S LETTER. 

To tiik Editor : — Tho letter signed 
" Carlos " appearing in Monday's iasuo of 
tho Colonist was provocative of a smilo, for 
ono could not holp noticing how lamentably 
" Carlos " has failed to prove hia point; 
nay, ho has even strengthened Mr. Wilson's 
position by conclusively Bhowing how 
wrotohedly bad commercial affiirs havo boon 
in the StatoB. Now, as far as I romember, 
Mr. Wilson did not assert that times had 
beon good in tho States ; he merely brought 
forward tho evidciico of Bradstreot'a figures 
in support of hia statement that tho depres- 
sion was worso in Canada than in America.

I do not wish in tho least to belittlo 
" CarloB'" account of tho oommorcial do 
presalon in America ; one has only to refer 
to tho monthly deficit of somewhero from 
twolvo to fiftoon millions in order to realize 
the gravity of tho situation ; but if 
" Carlos " wanta to provo that the condition 
of Canada is any better than that of our 
neighbors ho Bhould commonco by disprov- 
ing tho figures which show that tho reverse 
ia true, and not by tacitly admitting that wo 
aro in a bad way and then showing ub how 
badly off tho Amorioans are, who ho atill 
odmits are in hotter shapo than wo, poor 
though th-ir condition may bo.

THE SCOURGE OF THE TARIFF 
TINKER. 

To the Editor :— Somo distinguished 
American and English political economists 
of possibly equal eminence, in tho literary 
and scientific world, with our own John 
Gront, have ventured tho assertion that one 
of tho chief oausos of the iliimstrous effeot of 
the commercial depression of 1S93 94 in the 
United States, waa the uncertainty and in 
aeourity oocaaioned by tho free trade tariff 
tinkors who unfortunately had been given 
Buoh control in both congress and senate that 
they were able to carry into effect their 
much lauded polioy which waa to bring an 
inoreased wealth and prosperity to the na- 
tion. The results of that policy wero, how- 
ever, different. Tho comploto triumph of 
the Democrats in the United States waa 
hailed by the froo trade theorists through- 
out the world, as anothor evidence of the 
growing belief cf all rational people in the 
ideal fiscal philosophy. It bad been a great 
battlo on a square issue between the freo 
traders and the protectionists, nnd the free 
tradors had won. 

Glance at tho results. At the timo ol the 
last general election in tho United States 
one of tho groat questions of the hour waa : 
" What Bhall we do with our Burplua !" 
Tho proteotivo governments of previous 
years had accumulated much wealth for the 
government, because thero had beon con- 
tinued prosperity for many years. This 
surplus question was just a plo-nio for tho 
free tradors. They know exactly how to 
deal with it, and they did Bpoedily deal 
with it— question, surplus and all — and 
when a few yeara later Undo Sam's treas- 
urer counted up bio caBh ono day, ho said : 
"Behold my surplus ia gone, and I must 
borrow. " Tho tarill tinkering had done the 
work.

It is also a notiooablo fact that even Mr, 
Lauricr and Mr. Grant do not see eyo to 
eye. The silver-tongued orator looks from 
Quebeo to Ottawa, and Mr. Grant looks 
from Vlotoria to Ottawa. Ia it tho glaro of 
the "office" they both aro looking for that 
makes them squint 2 The one preaches froo 
trade, but the lesser light eaya no, that ha 
la not yet eduoated up to that pitch. Quite 
so Mr. Grant ; neither aro the great mass of 
the Canadian electors educated up to that 
pitoh, as was proven in 1S78, 1882, 1887 and 
1891, and will, I venture to predict, bo onco 
more proven justoB conclusively, in 18D5.

The board is a non-political body, and 
certainly it has not in the past refralnod 
from advanoing Vlotoria and Provincial In- 
terests oven betimes at risk of giving offence 
to the Ottawa government ; therefore it may 
eafoly be taken for granted that In refnaing 
to entertain Mr. Wilson's rosolution tho 
board did so in the best interests of the 
British Pacific railway.

POLITICS FROM THE PULPIT. 

Tho discussion of tho Manitoba School 
question haa cauBod aomo clergymen to put 
thair fingers in the political pfe, Some of 
thesegentlemen arowell qualifiodtotako their 
part in the disoussion intelligently and dis- 
passionately, while othora have shown that 
they have not given much thought to the 
subject or inquired into it at all deeply, and 
their performances have in consequent been 
such as to increase and intensify tho dislike 
to " political parsons " that, with or with- 
out reason, prevails among laymen of all 
denominations. A critical examination of 
some of these performances has caused the 
Moosomin Spectator, ono of tho moat ably 
conducted weekly papers in tho Dominion, 
to philosophise upon politics in the pulpit. 
It BayB, among other things : 

Ihe tendenoy of modern thought is 
to bring religion moro and more into 
the practical life of every day, to 
take it out of the domain of mere 
eccleaiastieiam, and raiao it to tho plane of 
good citizenship and splf-sacrifioe. The 
" new secularism," aa it has been termed 
by its opponents, not only expeots but en- 
joins its adherents to take an active interest 
in everything that affects tho public weal. 
This ia a worthy aim, but thore are several 
errors connected with it. In the first placo 
a religion — if it may be called Buoh — which 
tends to minimize tbo importance of acts of 
public worship must inevitably produce disas- 
trous results on its followers. Second, It has 
the effect of giving to tho utterances of publio 
orators, when they undertake to enlighton 
tho public on social and political questions, 
a weight to whioh their knowledge of the 
subjects frequently does not entitle them. 
Many public questions which are clear and 
translucent to ordinary lay optica, beoomo 
clouded and opaquo when " sicklied o'or 
with the pale caBt " — not of thought, but of 
religious sentimentality. 

The Spectator goes on to show that it re- 
quires some speoial preparation to qualify 
a man, whether he Is a clergyman or a lay- 
man, to give his countrymen sound advico 
on political subjects. What it says on that 
head is well worthy the thoughtful peru- 
sal of men who are ambitious to bocomo 
political loaders. 

Tho truth is thattospoak authoritativoly 
on political questions u man must bo ac- 
quainted with the great constitutional prin- 
ciples which underlie them. This know- 
ledge can only bo acquired by atudy ; study 
of history, study of men ; atudy of the 
newapapora and publio records. Tho man 
who wishes to make a atudy of politics must 
find his own fountain of information : thore 
is no text book on tho subject, no courao of 
University lectures. It is not a hard sub- 
ject, if you have a mind capablo of disorim 
inatiog betweon wheat and chuff, and is ono 
whioh will repay tho labor bootowed on it. 

Wo would laugh ut tho man ignorant of 
classics who would attempt to instruct us In 
tho boautioBof Virgil's awolling iambics, or at 
tho nowly arrived immigrant who would toll 
us how our Indiana ought to bo troatod ; 
bub wo calmly liaton without tho trace of a 
smilo to tho moat abaurd dolivoranccs on 
political queationa partly bocuuee wo cannot 
holp ourselves and partly booauso aa being 
ex cathedra wo are unwilling to bring them 
within tho range of ordinary canons of 
criticism. 

What our contompurury aaya about tho 
way in whioh tho Manitoba Bohool question 
haa boon discussed by clergymen ia undeni- 
ably truo. It says : 

Much that has boon pronohod ou tho sub- 
jeob uf tho Manitoba School Question hug 
boon oharaclorlzod by unwisdom, not to say 
ignorance. On the othor hand it ia refresh- 
ing to note that a fow clergymen have sort- 
ously Btudiod tho quoation and spokon with 
marked toloranco and cloar concoption of 
tho actual faota ; while the majority of those 
who have not given it that consideration 
which it requires havo wisely romainod 
silent. 

A groat many Boom to forgot that this 
Manitoba School quostion ia not — oxcopt in- 
cidentally, as almost all quoatlona aro — a 
religious question at all. It ia really a ques- 
tion of Canadian constitutional law, and 
cjuld bo as logically und porhaps aa effec- 
tively diacussod if the parties implicated in 
it wore roprosontod by X, V, S3 and other 
lottora of tho alphabet as by tho namoa of 
roliglous donominationa ond logislativo, exe- 
cutive and judicial bodios. In fact, if tho 
man who studios tho quoation with tho do- 
alro of arriving at a logloal conclusion elimi- 



nates from it everything oalculated to exoite 
religions feeling and to arouse denomination- 
al jealousy and antipathy, the chances of bis 
accomplishing the end ho desires would be 
very greatly inoreaaed. 

A CONSERVATIVE VIEW. 

Tho London Times has not been convinoed 
that it is for the benefit of tho nation to pay 
members of Parliament for tho sorvicea they 
render to the state. It still regards " tho 
principle of unpaid parliamentary service as 
one of tho groat practical safeguards of the 
British Cenetitution," It admits that the 
easo of tho workingmen who are sent to 
Parliament to represent their fellows was 
put with groat modoratlon and fiirnosB, 
and it, in a way, recognizes the necessity of 
compensating such representatives of labor 
for their loss of time in attending Purlia< 
menb, but it believes that the payment 
should be voluntarily made by-.the sup 
porters of suoh representatives. What it 
says on tho Bubjoot shows how English Con 
Bervativos regard this matter of payiog 
mombora who cannot be expeotod to Borve 
the constituencies they aro olocted to repre- 
sent without renuineratlon : 

But in such casoa it says : . . . The 
representatives may be placed in a position 
of independence by a very trifling aocrifioo 
indeed on the part of those who return them 
and who have presumably an interest in 
maintaining them in WoatminBter. If, for 
inBtunco, ovory man who voted at tbo last 
general eleotion for Mr. John Burns in Bat- 
toraoa wero to contribute ono ehilling a year 
— ono penny a month — a salary of £'280 
a year would bo provided. Bub why should 
those who regard Mr. Burns aa 
u misguided and mlBohiovoua politi- 
cian bo called upon to Bharo tho cost of 
keeping him at WoatminBter. If other con- 
stituencies think that they aro likely to bo 
better served by an unpaid representative, 
why should tbey bo compollcd to pay? It 
is to bo remembered that the supporters of 
Mr. Allon'a motion havo repudiated tho 
suggestion that an exceptional allowanoo 
might bo made to working olaaB members 
who could mako a declaration that their 
Parliamentary servico prevented them from 
earning a living by their ordinary occupa- 
tions. Tho plan, in favor of wbioh the 
Houao voted by a small majority last night, 
is thut all metnbors are to be paid, whether 
their constituents desire it or not. This 
Beema to bo an ontrage on common soneo. 

It is amuBing to aeo a practice whioh in 
this country and countries similarly situated 
is considered almost an essential of parlia 
mentary representation denounced as an 
outrogo on common aonso. Payment of 
members, which is tho rule in tho British 
colonies and in tho Unitod States, is not 
produoblveof the results feared by those who 
opposo it in Great Bribaln. " Payment of 
members," the Times says, " moans that In 
the long run, if cot immediately, power will 
pass into the hands of professional politicians 
mainly dependant on their salaries for logis 
lativo servico." It dooa nob moan this in 
Canada. There are many members in the 
Dominion House of Commons who do not 
give a moment's thought to tho indemnity 
they receive and very many more whom it 
doea not begin to recomponao for tho loss 
and inconvenience consequent upon their 
spending bo large a part of tholr time in the 
performance of their parliamentary dutioa. 
Still these men remain In Parliament aa long 
aa the eleotors are willing to elect them. 
Hero, as woll as in Great Britain, politioal 
lifo haa a charm for mon whioh they do not 
try to resist, although they know woll that 
there ia "no money in politics." We aro 
quite sure that payment of mombers in thie 
country haa not the tendency attributed to 
lb by Sir William H&rcourt in what the 
Times oalls " his unregenorate days." It 
is this : " Once pay a member for hia votes 
collectively and ho will soon make a market 
for his individual votes." And although 
corruption ia nob unknown in Canada, we 
havo no reason to believe that it is dirootly 
or indlreotly a consequence of the practieo 
of paying members for the time thoy Iobo in 
the publio service. The corrupt member 
would be corrupt under any system, and 
certainly tho fact that the community ho 
servos dooa nob give him a oent for the timo 
and tho labor he dovotea to it3 service ia 
not calculated to help a noody member of 
Parliament to realBb tomptation, or to keep 
him from swerving from the path of politi- 
cal virtue 



THE FITZS1MM0N8 CASE. 

Aa much has been latoly aaid and written 
about tho reappointment of Mr. James 
Fitzaimmona to tho post of Doputy Wurdon 
of tho Westminster Penitentiary, and aa wo 
know that tho greater numbor of thoao who 
raised and circulated the rumors could havo 
had no information on tho subject that lb 
would bo prudont to rely upon, wo took 
moasuroa to find oub tho truth about tho re- 
appointment — if indood thoro had been a re. 
appolntmout. Tho result of our inquiries 
has beon to convince us that tho groalor 
part of tho stories thab havo boon in oirou- 
lation about tho matter waa puro fiction, or, 
aa our informant plainly putB it, "a ti88uo of 
lioa." Wo aro advised that no political 
prosBuro of any kind has boon appliod to 
promoto tho rein8tntemonb of Mr. Fitzsim- 
mons. It waa dono on tho recommondation 
ef tho now Inspector of PriBona, Mr. Douglaa, 
Stowart. Tho matter was roforrod to him, 
and ho, aftor examining tho ovidonco and 
atudying tho report of tho Commiasionor, 
found that Mr. Fitzaimmona waa not guilty 
of tho chargos of personal dishonesty 
brought against him, and ho rocommondod 
his roinatatomont.

Tho man who wiahea to form an intelli- 
gent opinion on the subject, and who, de- 
sires to judge the courao pursued by the 
Government with rogard to it fairly, will 
suspend bis judgment until he ia in 
possession of all the faota. Ua will nob have 
long to wait. Aa for tho opponents of the 
Government, no ono oxpoota them to change 
their minds, or to recoualdor their verdict 
They wish no hotter ovidonco than mere 
rumor. They havo oondomnod tho Govern 
mont on suoh ovidence, and no one oxpoota 
them to give anything liko a fair coneidera 
tion to what it ha8 to offer in justification 
of tho course it has taken.

THE FAMOUS COLLECTION OWNED BY 
THE SMITHSONIAN. 



How Casta Are Made of Kiiro and ISulky 
Animals — Proof That thu Wlialo Could 
Have Held Jonah— Of Value to Students 
and Historians. 

Strewn along tor a distance of 50 
yards in tho rear of the Staithsonian in- 
stitution aro blocks of piaster of pans of 
every imaginablo sbapo, uomo of largo 
size and otbors fitted together as if to 
form boxos. For the most part thoy look 
like the refuse of n workshop. Horo and 
thero ono fragmoutor anothor is soon to 
rosomblo a part of a fish or other ani- 
mal, perhaps a tail, or a head with a 
pair of foro flippers. A big slab boars tho 
impression of a snake, as if tho croaturo, 
having buried itsolf in mud for tho win- 
tor, had waked from its torpid stato and 
crawled away. Other objects yet more 
strange aro faces and various parts or 
human bodios apparently fossilizod. 

Thoso odd looking things aro molds. 
Tho Smithsonian institution has been 
collecting them for ISO years past, and 
somo of them have cost a groat deal of 
rnonoy. Quito a number have boon fotoh- 
ed all tho way from Alaska, represent- 
ing various animals poculiar to tho re- 
gions of tho f rozon north. If a quoor rep- 
tile or fish is found anywhere, thoro is 
nothing bottor than to make a cast of it 
in plaster of paris. By this moans its 
shape is copied to perfection, and that is 
a groat help for musuum purposes. 
When, a few yoars ago, a whalo was 
stranded on tho Now England coast, Dr. 
Palmer, taxidermist of tho Smithsonian 
institution, was sout to make a copy of 
it in papior macho. This ho did— that 
is to say, ho mado a mold of tho cetacean 
in plastor, of which ho took soveral bar- 
rels full with him, and tho papier 
macho cast was producod aftorward in 
Washington. 

Only ono-half of tho whalo was oast, 
howovor, representing what might bo 
torinod tho port sido of tho animal. 
This is now hung np in tho National 
musoum. On one sido it shows tho out- 
Bide of tho croaturo and from tho othor 
sido tho inside. It was a olorgymau I 
who on a cortain occasion not long ago 
was steering somo mombors of his flock | 
through tho building, and, pausing in j 
front of tho whalo, romarkod, pointing j 
to tho capacious intorior of tho groat 
marino mammal: 

"You seo, my dear frionds, that there 
was plenty of room for Jonah!" 

In such ways tho Smithsonian insti- 
tution has collocted molds and mado 
casts of a great variety of animals, of- 
ten sending long distances to got thom. 
Of reptiles alono it has secured soveral 
hundreds, each roprosonting a typical 
spooies, while tho fishes run up to 1,200 
and upward. From each plaster mold 
about 50 casts may bo mado, if do- 
sired. This facility of multiplication 
is utilized to a considorablo oxtout in 
anothor branch of tho work not re- 
lating to animals at all. To schools and 
to museums all over tho world tho 
Smithsonian institution Bonds sets of 
typical aboriginal implements of Amer- 
ica. Theso aro valuable for purposes of 
study. A mold from an actual stono ax 
will furnish 50 facsimiles, which only 
have to bo paiutod in order to look ex- 
aotly liko tho original. If inoro are 
wantod, another mold is oasily made. 

While it would not bo oasy to ship a 
whalo or a walrus to tho Smithsonian 
institution, smaller animals aro roadily 
transported. Nearly all of tho croatures 
of which thoso molds are mado aro sent 
to this city for that purpose When 
practicable, two living specimons aro 
forwarded. One serves for tho mold. 
Tho othor is a model for tho artist. Be- 
fore going further it should bo ex- 
plained that tho casts aro intondod to 
roprosont tho animals themsolves in tho 
musoum, and they must bo as lifelike 
as possible. Thoy are painted by men 
who aro skilled in this branch of art. 

Boforo making a mold from a suako 
tho animal, if alivo, receives a doso of 
chloroform. It may or may not rocovor. 
Thoro havo been in.stancos whoro ser- 
pents have got over tho effects of tho 
chloroform t wo or three times in succes- 
sion, only to bo subjected to further 
dosos and mado to servo agnin and 
again. Perhaps an anaesthetized ophid- 
ian will bo coiled gracefully about tho 
branch of a tree, and tho mold will bo 
taken from branch and snake together, 
to bo subsequently painted, of course 
Or, if it wero a rattlesnake, it would 
probably bo coiled in a spiral, as if roady 
to strike. In tho west wing of the 
Smithsonian institution is a beautiful 
exhibit of the rattlesnakes of tho United 
States. Thoy look as if alivo, though 
only casts, so well aro thoy painted, 
with surroundings of horbago, oto., to 
counterfeit nature. 

It is tho samo way with roptiles of 
othor kinds. Thero aro ovor so many 
quoor species of lizards in this country, 
particularly in tho western desorts. Tho 
horned toad is ono of those, not being in 
reality a toad at all, though it looks 
liko ono. Thero aro tho ediblo lizards 
of Doath valloy and others which aro 
able to outrun tho fastest raco horse. 
Such creaturosas these aro oasily mold- 
fid, every scalo in their armor being re- 
produced with wonderful accuracy of 
detail. With land mammals it is differ- 
ent, for a cast of a creature with a fur 
coat can hardly bo made to look liko 
lifo. Nevertheless Dr. Palmer's collec- 
tion includes easts of portions of many 
land mammals. For example, hanging 
on tho wall of his studio in tho roar of 
the Smithsonian institution is a plastor 
hoad of a tapir, taken direct from tho 
animal. When ho has occasion to stuff 
a tapir, ho will not bo obliged to guess 
at tho measurements of that part of tho 
beast. Closo by is a cast from tho hoad 
of a sea lion that was killed in tho Pa- 
cific. Another cast is from tho tonguo 
of a boar. Somo day tho taxidormist 
will desiro to sot up a stuffod boar with 
its mouth open, and thoro will be a 
tonguo roady. Thero is also a oalf's head 
which is very lifelike, though it would 
not mako good soup. — Washington Star. 



AN AERIAL ELECTRIC ROAD. 



Tho Rapid Transit Schoiuo Proponed by a 
Han Francisco Capitalist. 
A railroad on wire. 
Such is the scheme whioh D. R. P. 
Thomas, a San Francisco capitalist, 
now has •on foot. He proposes to build 
what ho calls an aerial road from San 
Francisco to Los Angeles up tho cele- 
brated San Joaquin valloy. The cars 
will bo suspended on cables and operat- 
ed by electricity. Thoy will run at the 
tato of 100 miles an hour. No grading 
will bo necessary for tho construction 
of this road, no tios, and no rails, no 
bridges and no fencing in of track. No 
soction gang will bo requirod in its 
maintenance. 

It will, so its projeotor thinks., bo tho 
first road in America to bo absolutely 
froo from smashups. Tho oars oan't 
collido head on because tho road is a 
doublo track, and thoy can't bo tolo- 
scoped becauso, by a simple littlo meoh- 
anism, if ono train comes too closo to 
another tho oloctricity is shut off. No 
obstructions or blockades can intorforo 
with its running. Tho cars cannot jump 
tho track. Tho wear and tear on its 
mechanism and rolling stock is compar- 
atively slight. It costs from one-third 
to two-thirds less to construct and 
maintain than any other kind of rail- 
road. It almost solves tho quostion of 
tho right of way. Tho road may bo 
quickly constructed and will bo sightly 
when finished. # 
This now railroad is not tho invontiou 
of tho capitalist, but of his blind broth- 
er. "Ho planned it all out in his dark- 
ness," says Mr. Thomas, "and you will 
soo, ono of theso days, that it is such a 
perfectly foasiblo and admirable plan 
that it will ono day supersede tho sur- 
faco roads, both in tho city and in tho 
country. 

"Tho cheapness of construction and 
tho high rato of spoed attainable by 
such a railway aro of courso its main ad- 
vantages. As far as spood is coucornod, 
it is now only a question of atmospheric 
resistance. And this natural factor can 
bo largely overcome by constructing tho 
cars oithor cono shaped or with pointed 
ends liko tho prow of a boat. But that 
of courso is an after consideration, and 
no such device will bo noodod to attain 
a speod, say, of 100 miles an hour. And 
such a rato can bo maintained easily 
and with ontiro comfort and safety to 
tho passengers in this midair railway. 
Thoro can bo no obstructions oil tho 
track, for thero is no track, and no 
snows or washouts can retard tho trains. 
Thoro aro no dirt and dustorsmoko and 
soot to mako traveling a hardship, no 
jarring and rumbling and ear splitting 
noises to mako ono deaf. " 

Concerning tho motivo power, Mr. 
Thomas believes that we shall ovoutual- 
ly find a forco superior to oloctrioity — 
that is, compressod air, tho possibilities 
of which, Mr. Thomas declares, aro as 
yot but littlo known. 

"My plan, " says Mr. Thomas, "would 
be to build compressed air tanks along 
tho road in tho country whoro trains 
could stop for a momont or two and re- 
cuperate tho motivo supply. I am satis- 
fied that in tho end compressed air would 
bo cheaper and moro satisfactory than 
electricity. " 

Tho road will bo elevated from 10 to 
20 foot above tho ground, according to 
tho roquiromonts of tho grado and 
whether tho road bo passing through the 
country or tho city. Tho cars will bo 
considerably smallor and lightor than 
tho present railway cars now in use. 
Thoy will bo lighted by oloctrioity and 
boated in this way also, and, for that 
matter, could easily havo tolographic 
communication all tho time with tho 
outsido world. 

Tho California idea does not vary in 
its essental particulars from two rapid 
transit systems which woro exhibited at 
tho World's fair. Ono of theso, known 
as tho Cook system, proposed to havo 
cars susponded from a single track, 
placed at tho top of a series of poles. 
Tho idoa was that tho cars wero to bo 
somewhat in the shape of a prosent rail- 
way car cut lengthwise in twain. Ono 
sot would move in ono diroction on ono 
sido of tho polo, and tho othor sot on 
the other sido in tho opposite direction. 
This was an invention of L. D. Cook of 
Taeoma, who constructed a trial track 
on tho outskirts of Taeoma and claimed 
to havo run his cars successfully at tho 
rato of 100 miles an hour. 

Tho only difference between tho Cook 
system and the Thomas plan is that tho 
latter would suspend tho cars from a sc- 
ries of cables instead of from an iron 
track. Electricians believe that somo 
such elevated or suspended railway ope- 
rated by electricity will soon supplant 
our present surface roads. Thoy bolievo 
tho day is not far distant when it will 
bo possible to make tho trip from Bos- 
ton to Now York, or from Now York to 
Washington, in less than two hours, 
from Now York to Chicago in loss than 
nine hours, and clear across tho conti- 
nent in a singlo 2-t hour day, Tho most 
wonderful part of all this is that thoy 
insist that theso electrical railroads can 
bo built so as to run trains at 100 to 150 
miles an hour, with far greater safety, 
comfort, oaso and far less cxponso than 
tho steam roads, which now mako not 
much ovor 50 miles an hour. They hold 
out tho prospect that so cheap will rail- 
road traveling become when theso sus- 
pensory roads aro constructed and in 
operation that ono will boablo to travol 
from Now York to Chicago for a matter 
of $5 or !?0, and clear across tho conti- 
nent for perhaps not moro than $25.

Yet it has been not uncommon to 
soo theso luxuries decking largo man- 
sions on festive occasions, 200 and 300 
in each room, and tho pale loveliness 
and loss substantial beauty of tho orohid 
used no loss lavishly. Tho amount of 
inouoy oaoh of thoso flowers roprosonts 
in its circulating power doos an much 
£ood as sending ohocks to roliof organi- 
sations. — Baltimore Sun,

Facts Concerning Fire Engines, Ancient 
and Modern. 

What is perhnpa tho oldest known 
lira onging-for pumping wator is men- 
toned in t!io Spiritalia of Hero, about 
150 B. C. This engine bad two singlo 
acting pumps, tho plungers of which 
wore worked by a single boam pivoted 
between tho two. Tho streams uuitod in 
a singlo dischargo pipe, passing up a 
trunk in which was au air ohambor, 
and out at a nozzle which could be 
turned in any direction. This descrip- 
tion might stand for a great many forms 
of hand fire engines used even to the 
present day, writes Joseph Sachs in 
Cassier's Magazine. 

Tho oarly Romans appear to have 
paid some attention to firo extinguish- 
ing apparatus and had an organized firo 
brigade Something liko tho tnoro mod- 
ern firo engine appears to havo boon 
brought out in tho early part of tho six- 
toonth contury and is doscribed as a "wa- 
ter syringe." This was mounted on 
wheels and worked by lovers. Firo on- 
giues of this kind wore apparently 
much used in Germany. In England 
during tho latter part of tho sixteenth 
contury largo brass syringes woro em- 
ployed, holding sovoral quarts of wator 
and operated by three mou, two holding 
tho syringe at each side with ouo hand 
and directing tho uozzlo with tho other 
and the third operating tho plungor. 
After having discharged tho water tho 
syriugo was refilled from a cistorn or 
woll noar tho liro or from buckots. Later 
theso wator squirts woro fitted to porta- 
ble cistorns or tanks. 

In tho latter part of tho seventeenth 
contury a portable engino, mounted on 
a cistern or tank from which tho water 
was drawn, was introduced in England 
by Newsham. This engine waa in many 
respocts similar to tho modern hand firo 
eugino and continued in use in England 
up to 1833. Tho Newsham engino was 
perhaps tho first successful firo ongine 
and really was tho pioneer of the mod- 
ern manually operated engines. The 
pumps woro of various sizes and designs 
and wore in most cases oporntod by 
lovers. Various forms of engines simi- 
lar to tho Newsham ongine continued 
in use as lato as 1850.

How tho Cat Falls. 

A soloct company of tho savants of 
Paris has been endeavoring todetermino 
why it is that when a cat has to execute 
a fall it invariably falls upon its feet. 
To this end tho society has subjoctod a 
subject to a series of falls from ahoight 
of some eight and forty inches. Tho drops 
have been made as awkward for tbo an- 
imal as science knew how, but tho re- 
sult has always been the samo. In tho 
course of its brief descent; Grimalkin 
has always contrived a moans to land 
noatly on all fours, with its tail at right 
angle. How does it do it? Tho cat's 
determination to keep its secrot has 
baffled the closest inquiry. No less than 
CO instantaneous photographs havo boon 
takon of as many phases of tho ohuto. 
At a convenient distance from tho fin- 
ish the cat is seen rovolving in itself, 
without any visible assisting forco, and 
stopping in its revolution when it has 
got right sido uppormost, and all that 
Parisian science can do is to abuso the 
cat for violating tho laws of nature. 

The editor of The Engineor, Now 
York, having road about those researches 
resolved to make somo original investi- 
gations on the samo subject, but ho did 
not meet with complete success. He is 
credited with saying at tho closo of his 
experience "Somo cats that we experi- 
mented with, being doubtless of weak 
minds, came down on tuoir backs with 
resounding thumps." 



Items Abont Oystort. 

New York is tho largest oystor con- 
suming community in the world. Be- 
tween Sopt. 1 and May 1, according to 
a dealer's estimate, are consumed in tho 
city alone on an average of 10,000,000 
a day. Besides what aro eaten from 10,- 
000 to 20,000 bushels a day aro shipped 
wost. Besides this aro shipped 6,000 
barrels a week to Europe. 

To handlo and got to tho consumer 
the millions of oystors aro employed 
about 25,000 men. Besides boing tho 
biggest consumers of oystors Now York- 
ers are tbo consumers of all tho best 
oysters. Nearly all tho oysters that aro 
shipped west from New York are opened 
in Now York. In opening for tho west- 
ern trado several hundred men aro em- 
ployed. Thoy get §1 n thousand. The 
record for oyster opening is tiu.OOO in 
ten hours. 

Concerning Pin*. 

An industrious correspondent of Tho 
Homo Journal has boon colloctiug items 
in relation to pins. Ho says: 

Thorns were originally used in fasten- 
ing garments together. Pins did not im- 
mediately succeed thorns as fastonors, 
but different appliances woro used, such 
as hooks, buckles and laces. It was tho 
latter half of tho fifteenth contury be- 
fore pins woro usod in Groat Britain. 
When first manufactured in England, 
tho iron wiro of tho proper length was 
filed to a point and tho other extremity 
twisted into a head. This was a slow 
procoss, and 400 or 500 pans was a good 
(lay's work for an oxpert hand. Tho 
United States has tho credit of invent- 
ing tho first maohine for making pins. 
This was in 1824. Tho inventor was 
ouo Lemuel Wellman Wright. 

Four Leaved Clover. 

This plant derived its significance from 
tho fact that its four leaves aro arranged 
in tbo form of a cross. Moreover, its 
comparative rarity and its Yory abnor- 
mality made it seem noteworthy or ro- 
markablo. If a person shall wear a bit 
of this plant, ho can detect the prosouco 
of ovil spirits. It also brings a good for- 
tuno. Theso aro superstitions connected 
with this plant. It is also told that a 
two leaved clover enables a maid to soo 
her futuro lovor.

When Mr. W. EdRar Back a few months 
ago announced his intention of preaentlng 
Verdi'a grand traglo opera, IlTrovatore with 
an amatear chorus and oaBb thore were not a 
few who marvelled at his intrepidity ; when 
laBt evening he carried hie good intention 
into exooution, tho wonder grow— that ao 
finished and eminently Batiafaotory an inter- 
pretation of grand opora oould bo given by 
"our own people." For, contrary to tho 
expeo'ation of aomo, tho opera moved 
amoothly and aatisfaotorily from tho begin- 
ning to the thrilling conolusion, and few 
not informed to the oontrary would 
for a moment have imagined that tho pre- 
senting company was other than a profes- 
sional one. The staging was picturesque in 
tho extromo ; tho aoBtuming and lighting 
appropriate and pleasing ; the orchestration 
such as la not frequently enjoyed by tho 
patrons of the Victoria. Tho Btugo man- 
agement— upon which bo much depends — 
waa thoroughly capable, and in fact iow 
faults could be found even were ono desir- 
ous of picking flaws in tho aucceasful per- 
formance. 

Of the story of the opora little nood bo 
said. Verdi'd masterpleco is known whorovor 
good musio is appreciated, ond tho thrilling 
narrative of tho gipsy's vengeful hato must 
over appoal to those who love strength and 
virility of plot. Azucona's mother Iibs boen 
burned at tho stake for tho alloged praotico 
of witchcraft toward tho Count di Luna'a 
child, and the daughter, maddened by the 
horror of her mother's fato, seizes, aa she 
believes, the Count's babe, and hurls him 
into the pyre. Imagine her feelings, how- 
ever, when aho finds that tho littlo 
victim of the vongoance ia not tho Count's, 
but her own child ! Sho Bteels her hoart to 
every omotion save hate, and taking ven 
goaacofor her watchword, reara the Count's 
child us her own. Manrico beoomea a sol- 
dier of renown, bub ultimately is made pri- 
soner while defending tho oastlo in whioh he 
and Leonora, hia aweotheart, have taken re- 
fugo, against the reigning Count 
di Luna— unknown to either of thorn, 
his older brother. Manrioo ia condemned 
to die, and AzucoDa, boing apprehended 
while stealing toward tho Count's camp, is 
recognized aa sho who throw tho child into 
the fire and sentenced to tho awful fate of 
her mother. Loonora, to eave her lover, 
conBenta to wed the Count di Luna, but at 
the same time, to obtain reloaBe from tho 
h.vteful union, takes poieon. She fltos 
tho prison to liberate Manrico, 
but he, realizing tho termB upon wbiob 
hia freedom has beon bought, refusal to ao- 
cept it, and tho deadly poison having ao- 
complished its work, Leonora dies in hia 
arms. Tho Count, infuriated by tho decoit 
practised upon him by Leonora, causes 
Manrico to bo instantly executed in 
Azncena's presence, learning when all too 
late that it ia hia own brother's blood, not 
that of the gipsy's son, that is upon hiB 
hands. 

Aa Azucena last evening, Mra. A. C. 
Sheldon, of Portland, was thorough ODd 
artistio throughout. Roalizing the Intensity 
of the oharacter ontruated to her f ir por- 
trayal, aho for the time became the child of 
the wanderers— aotlng and singing the diffi- 
cult part with eaao and confidence. Her 
dramatic interviews with Manriao at the 
gip8lea' camp and in the prison to 
whioh both aro finally brought, were 
notablo Incidents of tho opera — the strong 
fieroe current of hate in the gipsy blood 
overwhelming the natural affection for the 
adopted aon ; the yearning of womanhood 
and motherhood ; the pride of gipsy courage 
— all strong emotions and atrongly inter- 
preted. In singing, aa well aa in 
acting, Mra. Sholdon excelled. Her 
duets with Manrico, aa well aa her 
descriptive solo and her trio with Maurico 
and Leonora in tho priaon added freah 
laurola to her already bright crown. During 
the evening no fower than three large 
bouquota found tholr way to the stage and 
to her handa, and tho audienco applauded 
this expression, not of individual, but of 
general appreciation.
